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. The following report summarizes the findings of the Student Voca- 
tional Surveys conducted from 1954 to 1965 and reports the specific 
findings for the 1964-65 surveys. 

During the past eleven years the Student Vocational Planning Ques- 
tionnaire has been administered to 144,625 students in 520 Ohio High 
Schools, The questionnaire was developed in 1953 by members of the 
Committee on Inter-Service Relationships to be included in the publi- 
cation Course Selection and Career Planning . 

The Division of Guidance and Testing has cooperated with the Divi- 
sion of Vocational Education in determining the needs for vocational 
education in school districts requesting a vocational education sur«/ey. 

In conducting a vocational educational hurvay, one of the in^rtant needs 
is to obtain the educational and vocational plans for students and deter- 
mine the number who would have desired vocational education if it were 

available in high school.

The opening phase of the Student Surveys was the presentation of 
orientation programs to the students for the purpose of acquainting 



them with the specific areas of vocational education and the purpose of

the survey questionnaire, A slide-tape presentation was used to give 
an overview of the five ^eas of vocational education. The Student 
Vocational Planning Questionnaire was then administered to all tenth 
and eleventh grade students. The purpose of the questionnaire was to 
obtain an estimate of (1) students* plans for employment or further . 
schooling after high school-; (2) vocatioiiiis which students think they 
might like to enter; and (3) the number of students who would have de- 
sired specific vocational courses if they were offered as part of their 
high school curriculum.

Of the 21,514 girls completing the Home Economics section of the 
questionnaire, 11,858 (55.1%) have had or were enrolled in Home Economics. 
A total of 8,187 (38.1%) had not taken or were not enrolled in Home 
Economics, bjrt expressed a desire to take it . 

The 11,858 girls having had or were enrolled in Home Economics 
indicated they would like to have additional courses in that curriculum 
area.

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GUIDANCE SERVICES IN CAREER PLANNING 



Students in Ohio high schools want vocational education. This has been deter- 
mined through student vocational interest surveys conducted in ^20 Ohio high schools 
since 2.9^h by the Division of Guidance and Testing in cooperation with the Divi-sion 
of Vocational Education, State of Ohio, Department of Education. During the 1961i- 
196 ^ school year, l\kfh2.9 sophomore and junior students from ihZ city, exempted vil- 
lage, and local (county) schools completed the Student Vocational Plann^g Question- 
naire as a part of school-community surveys to determine the practicability oj. ini- 
tiating or expanding vocational course offerings in the high school curriculum. A 
total of 32,25? ( 72 . 6 ^) indicated an interest in vocational education as a part of 
their high school educational program. Of this group, 5,809 students (13.1% of all 
those surveyed) indicated a desire for vocational training and have no plans for fur- 
ther education or training after high school; lU,5?6 ( 32 . 8 ^ of the total) desired vo- 
cational training and also have plans for further education or training after high 
school, other than college; and 11,872 (26,1%) wanted a combination of college 
paratory and vocational courses. A total of 36,90h students ( 83 . 1 %) ^d 
post high school education or training.
